7. Discussion and Hearings: 

8;00pm Continued Hearing for 81 Hillside Avenue. Presenter: David Levy and 
representative from Marvin Windows. 

This hearing focused on the window replacement options available from Marvin Windows. 
The Commissioners heard from Mr. Levy that the Marvin wood insert would not fit the 
existing opening. The type of insert that will fit only comes with an aluminum frame on the 
outside (a sample was shared). 

Commissioner Meister made a motion to approve the planned replacement in a dark color 
with a wooden sash on the outside that could be painted. Commissioner Stange seconded the 
motion. A discussion followed regarding a gap between the window and its frame that these 
windows have that the originally proposed wood replacement windows do not have. Also the 
owner expressed a preference for aluminum cladding, which would ensure a uniform color 
and eliminate the need for frequent painting. 

The motion was modified to approve the planned replacement with an aluminum clad sash. 
The owner will look into how to fill the gap with an aluminum frame. Lour votes-yes, one 
vote-no, the motion passed.
